Offer Refused 


Six Found Guilty of 
Advocating Violent 
Overthrow of Gov't 


DETROIT (IP - Federal Judge 
Frank A. Picard sentenced six con­ 
victed Communists to term s rang 
ing between four and five years 
and maximum fines of $10,000 each 
today after offering to help them 
move to Russia “ if any of you 
would care to go ” 
None of the defendants — five 
men and one woman 
took up the 
judge's offer immediately. 
The six were found guilty under 
the Smith Act by a jury of five 
men and seven women Tuesday of 
conspiring to teach and advocate 
the violent overthrow of the gov­ 
ernment 
“ That's akin to treason,” Judge 
Picard said. 
“ You have been convicted of the 
gravest offenses of which a citizen 
may be guilty, a plot, a conspiracy 
to overthrow your government by 
force and violence; 
a plot that

hope is being gradually eradicated
